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The French in Mexico. — There are wide 
differences of opinion as to the future course of 
France in Mexico. We j osterday quoted from 
the New York Times an article which argued 
that the invasion would probably be abandoned, 
but the World of the same city regards it as 
highly improbable that the desertion of his allies 
and the defeat of his army will induce Napoleon 
to abandon his ill-starred Mexican expedition. 
It says the failure would bo so signal and con- 
spicuous that he cannot afford so great a loss of 
prestige. He cannot afford to have it supposed 
that he is so dependent on his late allies; nor that 
he is unable to ccpo single-handed with a weak 
power like Mexico, torn by internal dissensions 
and enfeebled by chronic revolution; nor that his 
veteran soldiers, who are the main prop cf his 
empire, are capable of quailing and retiring bo- 
fore a firs 1 , repulse. Whatever he may have 
been inclined to do before the defeat of General 
Lorencez, he is very unlikely to retreat now. 

Another reason why Louis Napoleon will per- 
severe in his attempt agiiost Mexico is found in 
the fact that, in common with all Europe, be un- 
derestimates the fighting qualities of the Mexi- 
cans, and their power of resistance. Thi9 is a 
delusion produced by the uniformity, rapidity, 
and completeness of General Taylor’s and Gen- 
eral Scott’s victories in the Mexican war. The 
supercilious temper which underrates and sneers 
at everything American, withheld tbo credit due 
to those brilliant campaigns on the hypothesis 
that they were triumphs won over a feeble foe. 
Napoleon will be slow to believe that it can be 
difficult for him to conquer a nation which we 
conquered with so much apparent ease. The 
commander of his forces in Mexico was so badly 
beaten at Puebla because he despised bis foe 
and made an imprudent and unskilful attack 
Lorencez failed to nuke a sufficient reconnois* 
sance of the topography of the place and position 
of the enemy; he nogketed to avail himself of 
the superiority which h : s artillery would have 
given him if he had not been too impatient to 
come into a close engagement; ard he was so ob- 
stinately incredulous of the power of the Mexicans 
that he fquandered the lives of his men by lead- 
ing them back three times, after three successive 
repulses, into the very midst of their murderous 
tire. The fact that the defeat at Puebla can be 
accounted for by the imprudence of the French 
commander will serve to keep up the delusion 
that the Mexicans are a contemptible foe, and 
cause the Emporor to still count on an easy con- 
quest. 

We took occasion to demonstrate, some four 
months ago, when the allied troops were first sont 
to Mexico, that the ideas of Mexican prowers 
prevalent in Europe were founded in error. By a 
detailed comparison of the principal battles in 
the Italian and Mexican wars, he showed that 
the loss of life in the latter was much greater in 
proportion than in the former. Now there can 
be no better proof of the valor and obstinacy 
with which troops fight than the number of 
killed and wounded. We will not again en- 
ter into the details by which we proved 
that it cost us harder fighting to con 
quer the Mexicans than has bsen seen in 
Europe since the wars of the first Napoleon. 
Suffice it to repeat that, in the five principal 
battles of the Italian war, including Magenta 
and Solferino, the French and Italians lost a little 
more than eight per cent, of the men engaged, 
and the Austiians about ten and a half per cent ; 
while, in the five principal battles of the Mexi- 
can war, tho average American loss was fifteen 
per cent. t and that of the Mexicans eleven per 
cent, of the number engaged. These facts, which 
are much more impressive when exhibited in de 
tail, support the conclusion that the Mexicans 
fought in their war with ns with greater tenacity 
and effect than the Austrians fought the French 
and Sardinians. They both suffered themselvos 
and made others suffer to a greater extent be- 
fore yielding. Louis Napoleon, then, is now 
dealing with a more vigorous and obstinate foe 
than be confronted in his famous Italian cam- 
paign. If Mexico cannot bring as large armies 
into the field, he also is under a similar 
disadvantage, in consequence of * the great 
distance between France and the seat of opera- 
tions. The only reinforcements which have yet 
been forwarded to Gen. Lorenc*^ aro the two 
regiments sent on the 20th of May, which will 
very soon join him. When his defeat is known in 
France, as it prabably is by this time, the Em- 
peror will send a strong detachment of veteran?; 
but it is doubtful if he will sufficiently appreciate 
the foe to make his own force adequate. Besides, 
he will be under the necessity of landing his unac- 
climaUd troops at Vera Cruz at the height of the 
sickly season, exposing them to the terrible epi 
demies of that deadly climate. We are decidedly 
of opinion that he will not back out; but ho has a 
more formidable job on his hands than he is aware 
of. 

Our New York contemporary, which expresses the 
above views, has other comments upon the break- 
ing up of the European alliance for the coercion 
of Mexico, the recriminations which bavo fol- 
lowed, and the signal defeat of the French army 
before Puebla, as among the most remarkable 
events even of this stormy period, and regarding 
thsm as a first lesson on transatlantic interfer- 
ence, thinks that the dissentient progress and 
abrupt termination of this first European alliance 
will operate as a bar to any renewal of similar 
attempts. It is true, says tho World, that if this 
alliance had not thus opportunely exploded, we 
would have much less to apprehend from 
European intervention than wo had the latter 
part of last autumn, when the London convention 
was signed. We, of course, cannot know what 
indistinct and unconfe6Scd ideas France and 
England may then have entertained cf the 
convenience of a pretext for sending power- 
ful tiaeta into the Mexican waters in 
close proximity to our southern coasts. 
If the successes of car winter and spring 
campaigns had been on the rebel side the alli- 
ance might have stood, notwithstanding a 
greater diversion from its original purpose than 
the one which has led to its dissolution. But 
great as is the headway wo have made against 
the rebellion, it is impossible that we should be 
entirely free from solicitude respecting our 
foreign relations. Even after the rebels are 
fully subdued, eight or ton disaffected States, 
tilled with the smouldering embers of a suppress- 
ed rebellion, would be a strong temptation to 
foreign insolonce, and a source of great weak- 
ness in case of a foreign war. The first thing a 
hostile power would attempt would be to rekindle 
the old conflagration and supply it with fresh 
fuel. A European foe would look to the South 
for soldiers, and expect to succeed by furnishing 
arms and the smews of war. 

But the distrust and irritation consequent on 
the miscarriage of the alliance against Mexico 
probably insures us against this danger. It is 
oaly from one cf the two great maritime nations 
that we have ever bad anything to fear; and they 
should have so much distrust of each other, that, 
even when we seemed most crippled, neither Erg 
land nor France wished to get embroiled with us 
alone. At the very outbreak cf our troubles they 
entered into an understanding with each other to 
pursue a common policy respecting the rebellion. 
If either of those powers should make war upon 
us, the other would take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to upset its influecce in Europe. This mu- 
tual distrust is strengthened by tho occurrences 
in Mexico. The irritations caused by the disrup- 
tion of that alliance will both prevent their act- 
ing against us in concert, and make it still more 
unsafe than before for either to interfere with us 
alone. 

For these reasons it seems probable that we 
have nothing farther to apprehend from Europe, 
whatever turn cur affairs may take at home. 
The alliacc9 against Mexico was good fortune for 
us. Its failure brings all similar alliances be- 
tween the same parties into such discredit that 
we shall be free from molestation during the 
critical interval between the close of the war and 
the reconstruction of the Union.

Gen. Mitchel. — Kentucky claims the honor 
of being the native State of Ormsby Me Knight 
Mitcbel, though he entered the Military Acad- 
emy from the State of Ohio. The Nashville 
Union say9 he became a cadet at West Point in 
the year 1825, and graduated on the 30th day of 
June, 1829, iuacliss of forty -six, among whom 
were Robert E. Lee and Joseph E. Johnston, both 
Generais in the rebel service. On the 1st of 
July, 1829, he was promoted to a bre/ot Second 
Lieutenancy in the Second United States Artil- 
lery, and during the same day received his full 
commission for that rank. Oa the 30th day of 
August, 1829, he was appointed Acting Assistant 
Professor of Mathematics at the Military Acad- 
emy of West Point, which position he retain- 
ed until the 28th of August, 1831. He resigned 
his military rank on the 30th day of Sep- 
tembsr, 1832. He then began the study of the 
law, and practised as a counsellor at law in the 
city of Cincinnati, Ohio, from 1832 lo 1834. He 
next became a professor of mathematics, philoso- 
phy, and astronomy, at the Cincinnati College, 
in Ohio, which position he held for ten years, viz: 
from 1834 to 1844. During that time, viz: from 
1836 to 1837, he was tho chief engineer of the 
Little Miami Railroad, and in 1841 was appointed 
a motnber of the Board of Visitors to tho Military 
Actdjtny at West Point. 

He became the founder and director of the Ob- 
servatory in Cincinnati in 1845, and retained the 
latter position for several years, during which 
time be edited and published a noted astronomi- 
cal journal entitled the Siderial Messenger. From 
1847 to 1848 he held the position of Adjutant 
G neralofthe State of Ohir; and in 1818 was 
appointed Chief Engineer of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi Ilailrosd, which position he held for 6ome 
length of time. Since then ho has been for some 
years connected with the Dudley Observatory, at 
Albany, as director, which position ho held when, 
on the occasion of the grand Union Fquare meet- 
ing, New York, ib:>ut this lime lost year, he 
made bis noted speech that was rendered eo re- 
markable for its fiery olrquence and strong devo- 
tion to the Union. 

The rush to arms had commenced, and on the 
9.h of August, 1861, Ormsby M. Mitchel was 
commissioned a Brigadier- Geooral of volunteers 
He was then ordered to report to the commander 
of the new Department of tho Ohio, which em- 
braced his native State. Many of the loyal Ken- 
tuckians rushed to his standard, and we som find 
him in command of a brigade, next a division, 
and next a column of General Buell’s forces. He 
had previously been under the commasdj of 
Generals Anderson and ShermaD, in the Depart- 
ment. 

After the occupation of Nashville, he moved 
down the railroad leading from that city to Chat- 
tanooga, where he was doubtless expected; but 
suddenly, and without any previous notice of his 
movements, we find bis force to have turned ou 
to a branch line to Fayetteville, aud by a grand 
forced march across the country, he turns up in 
possession of a point of their main Southern trunk 
line of railroad — the rebels’ principal route of 
commit aication — midway betweeu their two prin- 
cipal points of ‘occupation at Cbat'anocga and 
Corinth. Here he seized a quantity of rolling 
stock, and by its aid be secured “one hundred 
miles of the railroad.” 

Having removed from Huntsville to Florence 
and Decatur, destroying as be went the railroad 
bridges atd connections, in order to prevent pur- 
suit and cat off all reinforcements from the 
rebels, we next find the bold and dashing astrono- 
mer soldier at luka, in the Stato of Mississippi, in 
the rear of Beauregard’s left flank, and but 
tweDty miles distant from him. Gen. Mitchel, 
like many of cur more prominent generals, is 
also an author. He has sent forth to N the world 
several ot the finest astronomical works, some 
of which have been printed in a popular form in 
England and on the European continent. Since 
tho evacuation of Corinth, he has greatly as- 
eisted in the operations ia the West. He re- 
cently defeated the rebels at Winchester and 
drove them back to Chattanooga, thus prevent- 
ing a movement. At the latter place, the tele 
graph inform) us that he has totally defeated and 
routod the rebel force, after two dava’ revar« 

fighting. 

“Pent up Utica.” — A correspondent asks us 
for the author of the well known lines: 

**No pent- up Utica contractu our power?, 

Out the whole boundless continent is ours." 

. A year or 60 ago we answered this question by 
ptat ing that the Portsmouth (N. H ) Journal says 
they were written by one Jonathan Mitchell Se- 
well, a Portsmouth poet, as an epilogue to Addi- 
son’s play of Cato, on the occasion of its perform- 
ance by an amateur company in that place in 
1778. The whcle production was one of decided 
power. The spirit of the Revolution entered into 
every expression. We give a few lines: 

“ And what now gleam? with dawning ray? at home 
ODce blazed in full-orbed majesty at Rome. 

Did Rome's brave Senate nobly strive t’ oppose 
The mighty torrent of domestic foes. 

And boldly arm the virtuous few, and dare 
Thedeperate perils of unequal war? 

Our Senate, too, the same bcl J deed lia? don®. 

And for a Cato armed a Washington ! 

“ Rise, then, my countrymen, for fight prepare. 

Gird on your swords, and Karl ess rush to wai! 

For your grieved country nobly dare to die. 

And empty all your veins for liberty. 

Xo pent-up Utica contracts our powers. 

Hut the whole boundless continent is ours /" 

Utica, a town older than any in the vicinity of 
ancient Carthage, was the place whore Cato died. 
This fact, with the above extracts, will sufficient- 
ly explain one of the most expressive quotations 
in our language — a quotation which has been 
frequently made by the most distinguished 
orators, Webster among them. 

— On Monday evening 
last, as Mr. Lewis J. Ford and bis youthful bride 
were returning to their residence at Midway 
from Georgetown, Ky., in a buggy, tho horse 
they were driving took fright near E khorn 
creek, and dashed off at a furious pace.

The Lex- 
ington Observer & Reporter eaya the deceased 
was only about fifteen years old, had been mar- 
riod bnt four months, and her melancholy fate ia 
deeply lamented by a large circle of devoted 
relatives and warmly-attached friends.

Death is around U3 ! death is in our land ! 
And what is death ? To some it appears an in- 
distinct obj-ct of terror. They fear and droad its 
approach, yet nevor have courage to contemplate 
it. Thoy believe that the footsteps of death are 
as regular as tho lapse of time, constantly drawing 
nearer and nearer, yet uso ro moans to render his 
terrors less terrible,’ or bis injuries less lamentable. 
Some regard his approach as an event decreed by 
fate, which can neither be avoided nor alleviated. 
They have schooled themselves to believe that 
they can meet the grim monster with doubt, bnt 
without fear. They seem to think him an enemy, 
whom to opposo is vain, and to shrink from would 
be cowardly. But when they do encounter him, 
their courage will bo more severely tried than 
they ia their glory have imagined. By some, 
death is awaited with pleasurable anticipations; 
they look forward to it as a release from sorrow 
anti suffering — as a happy transit from an abode 
of darkness acd woe to one of Pght and j >y. 
D&ath is impartial, unrelenting. Ho regards not 
the terrors cf tbe one, nor the anticipations 
of tho othor; bat pursues his nonelos?, un- 
un varying course, passing by neither “hut nor 
palace,” spiring neither “prince nor peasant,” re- 
gardless cf sex, age, and condition. How often 
is it the case that he first claims those who are 
happiest ia each other’s love, and who are bound 
together by all tint is sacred in friendship. How 
often is the brightest liok in the “golden chain” 
of “household affection” transferred from earth to 
heaven. 1 hen we sorrow; we think it hard to 
part with those whom we almost deemed the very 
centre of our own existence. But was it uot 
easier to see them fall in tbe bosom of home, sur- 
rounded by friends who were so highly favored as 
to be permitted to soothe their sorrows and their 
pains, than to have the mjuruful tidings of th*ir 
death broken upon us unaware?, perhaps amid 
scenes of revelry and by strangers? But in after 
life, when we look back to the time of our be- 
reavement, and examine our hearts, do we not of- 
ten find that the dear tie uniting our souls, but 
uow snapt asunder by the crnvl han 1 of death, 
was making us idolaters? — that we “lovad the 
creature” more than the Creator? and that in 
mercy the dear object of cur love was removed 
from earth to tbe more genial climes of Heaven? 
Wo know that we must die, and fo it nu ? nat- 
ural to wish to die with those we love? Djath 
is awful to contemplate, come when it may, ai d 
undor what circumstances, but bow much greater 
the terror it raises within U3, when tbo thought 
rushes upon our minds, with overwhelming p »w6r, 
that we must die away from florae, in a distant 
land, far from the tcenoo of our childhood ! It L 
glorious to die in the cause of one’s ciuutry. it 
is honorable to die iu the defence of tbe oppressed 
and tho outraged. 1 1 is bliss to die in the c ause of 
truth and loyalty; but there is another bliss in 
dyiag that exceeds all these: To die at horns— 
to die among friends and loved ones ? The tear 
of sympathy and regret gathering in tho eye that 
loves us — the dying pillow amothed by tho hand 
that has bean clofpod iu ours through all life's 
sunny days — the noiseless tread — all bespeak the 
hopes ard fears of loved ones. Yes, theso are the 
pleasures in the chamber of death. They tell us, 
we are not uncared for — that loviug acd familiar 
forms aie mar, watching everv movement, acd 
anticipating every desire. Oa ! there is happi- 
ness in dying thus. “’Tis hotter far to die re- 
gretted, than to live contemned and despised. Say 
not to that invalid soldier pining in tbo airs of a 
Southern Isle, that the atmosphere is soft around 
him, that the gales ore laden with balm, and 
flowers are everywhere springing from the green 
earth.” That ministering angels aro hover- 
ing as near him there as they would be at 
his Northern home. Ah, be knows that 

the eofiest air to his fevered brow would 
be the air that hangs over his native home; 
more healing to bis emaciated form than all the 
gales from the South would be ths low murmurs 
of affection that had always been his treasure. 
He may be surrounded by kind friends who would 
do their utmost to alleviate his suffering or as- 
suage his grief; but they have not loamed to 
translate every sighing look, and to supply the 
place of the long known and long loved. Nor can 
he disburden to the stranger friend the heavy 
thoughts of bis hea t, tbe deep yearnings for his 
far off home, “with its clustre of loving hearts,” 
lest he be thought forgetful of the “present love 
that flits about his weary couch.” He feels that 
he ia a stranger in a strange land, and oh ! could 
a more deeolate feeling visit his heart ? Yes, 
see the dying soldier ! Who dies a more glorious 
doath than he? but the dart that must pierce his 
bosom at leaving the peaceful quiot of his heme 
and the warm embrace of kiad friecds to fight the 
battles of bis country, dofond the cons irution, 
and redress the wrongs of a free people, must be 
even sharper than the point of tho spear that sep- 
arates soul and body. Evon now I can almost 
hear the drum beat loud calling for bravo volun- 
teer*; I see tbe battle-field, the gray haired sire 
and tbe manly youth dress ia tho lines, sido by 
side, with bravery and courage imprinted ou their 
brow. Agaio 1 seo the ead father, the disconso 
late mother, the weeping sister, and melaucholy 
brother, yea, iho trembling, heaitbrokon wife, 
shedding the 6ilent tear of bitterness 4 , while their 
hearts are almost bursting! And ab! is tho voice 
of famo, trumpeting afar their brave and gallant 
deeds, loud enough to bush the weeping of thoje 
hearts, or swoet enough to calm thoir wild throb- 
binfp? But alas! bow many high hopes of honor 
and glory have been destined to wither and die. 



Perhaps the bravo youth has faced the enemy 
with courage, has l>^rne himself nobly in tho thick 
strife, and ©reaped tha dangers and cl oaths en- 



compassing him, and after all fall a victim to 
paslilence, and liia spirit pass from earth pining 
for the sweet voice* of affection that is singing 
happily in his distant home, unknowing that a 
note of wee must sooh fill the sweot cadonce of its 
song! 

Ob! how many within the last fow months 
have passed away to those unknown realms from 
whence no traveller returns, without tho soft 
voice of a mother, wife, or sister dear to whisper 
a bright hope cf heaven and sweet rounion there. 
Ye who sit listless in your quiet homes. I would 
say, look around you. See that grief-stricken 
father, bowed with age, asking for his sor; mark 
tho woe begone look »s he is answered, “Your 
sun lies buried in a soldier's grave, made bv stran- 
gers’ bands.” Ob, if there i3 one wish dourer to 
me than my country's good, it is, to let me die at

THE BATTLE OF PORT REPUBLIC, VA. 

Capt Quay, attached to the staff of Brig. Gen. 
Tyler, who commanded in ths late battle at Port 
Republic, Va., is now in the city on short leave, 
recruiting his health. He has favored us with a 
copy of Gen. Tyler’s official report to Gen. Shields, 
which we publish entire, giving, as it does, the 
most intelligible account of tbe engagement 
which has yet reached us from any quartor. 

Headquarters Third Brigade,? 

Nesr Lauray, June 12, 1862. ( 

Gen. Shields, Commanding Division: 

Sir: In compliance with your order to proceed 
to Waynesboro, I left Columbia Bridge on the 
7th inst., retching Naked Creek on the some day, 
going into camp under orders to march at 4 o’clock 
A. M , that we might reach Port Republic at the 
time you indicated to me. When within about 
9ix milo3 of tho town, I learned that Acting 
Brigadier-G snoral Carroll, with the 4th brigade, 
bad ergiged the onemy at or near the town, im- 
mediate!}' I baited my train, clearing tbo 
road for tbe troops and artillery, and pressed 
forward to his support as rapidly as possible, 
reaching the posi'ion occupied by him, some 
two milos north of the town, at 2 o’clock P. 
M., 8,b inst. Tho position was selected by Col. 
Daum, 1 understood, was the only tenable one in 
that vicinity. From that officer I learned the 
ene ny had eighteen pieces of artillery, planted 
so as to ompls'ely command all tho approaches 
to the town, acd from tbe engagement with Gen. 
Carroll that morning, had obtained the range of 
the different points. Immediately on tho arrival 
of my command Colonel Daum urged an attack, 
with the combinod force of infantry and artillery, 
to which I so far consented as to order the in- 
fantry into position, under a cover of a thick wood 
which ekir'ed the road, and cjmmeuced observing 
the enemy’s position myself, which appsared to 
me one to defy an army of 50,000 men. I at 
once sent for Col. Cirri 1!, Lieut. Col. Shriber, 
Capts. Clark and R »bio8>n, who had been over 
the ground, they all agreeing in the opinion that 
an attack would result in tbe destruction of our 
little force. 

About this time your order lo “Commandant of 
Post at Pori Republic” was handed me; upon it 
and the opinion of these officers, I ordered the in- 
fantry lack to bivouic for the night. A heavy 
picket was kept well to the front to observe any 
movement of tho enemy, and at 4 A. M., Geu. 
Cirroll and mvcelf went to tbe outor vidottes, 
who reported that there had been no movement 
if the onemy across tho bridge during the night, 
ihoir pickets only appearing, which we were able 
to discover ourselves. We rotorntd to camp, and 
a few moments after your order of June 8th, 7>$ 
P. M., from Cdumbii Bridge, reached me, aud 
while writing a reply, was informed that the en- 
emy wero advancing upm u», or rather into the 
woods opposite thair position, evidently with a 
view of out (linking u» upon tbe left. Captains 
Clark and R ibinson opsned thtir batteries upon 
them with eft\:c% and Capt. Huntington s guns 
were soon doing the same good work. Two 
companies of skirmishers and two regi- 
ments of infantry were ordered into the 
wood i to counteract this movement of 
the enemy. The fire of cur rkirmhhers was soon 
heard, and 1 ordered two more regiments to their 
support. A sharp fire was kept up in the woods, 
for a few moments only, when the enemy retired 
and was fo m seen coining out of the wood9, 
crossing to join a column moving up our right. 
In the meantime a section of iwo guns had 
opened upon our battery on the left, and another 
section was taking position on our right. Tbe 
7th Indiana infantry, Colonel Gavin, was eent 
to tho extreme right and was met by two 
rebel regiments, under cover of tbe river 
bark. A section of Captain Clark’s bat- 
tery took a position woll to the right. The 
fire of tho enemy, from their marked position, 
compelled Col. Gavin to retire a abort distance, 
which ha did in admirable order. The 29:h Ohio 
was sent to sup Kirt him, moving forward ia spen- 
did style on double-quick The 7th Ohio was 
next eent forward to support a section of Captain 
Huntington's bnterv. These two lost named 
regiments moved forward aud engaged the enemy 
in a 81} lo that commanded the admiration of eve- 
ry beholder. 

Regiment after regiment of the enemy moved 
upon our right, acd the engagement became vory 
warm. The lit Virginia, Col. Thoborno, who 
bad boon ordered into the wood on tbe left, was 
now ordered down to the right, entering the open 
tiel l with a lmd shout. My entire force was now 
in position. On our right was the 7 b Indiana, 
CjI. Gavin; 29:h Ohio, Col. Buckle} ; 7 ih Ohio, 
Lieut Col. Creighton; 5 h Ohio, Col. Duooiog; 
1st Virginia, Col i'hobornr; with roctiona of 
Captains Clatk ard Huntington’s batteries. 
Oa our left, tbe key of the position, was a com- 
pany of the 6th and one of tho 66 h Ohio 
infantry, deployed through the woods as 
skirmishers. The 84 h acd 110th Penn- 
sylvania iegim‘n’8 wore a 1 8 > well up in the 
woods. The 66 h Ohio, Col. CaDd'’, was di 
rectly in the rear of tbe battery, composed of 
three guns of Cttplain Ciaik’s battery, throe guns 
of (’apt. Huotinfctnn’o and oi>e of Capt, Robin- 
aon’a battery, ucdsr Lieut. Col. Hayward, and 
upon him acd bis gallant baud depm ded every- 
thing at this critict! moment: and i he duty 
well and gallantly t-x-cu od. lied they given 
away, the commard mu? have been lost Tho 
loft wing of Col. Candy's regiment wa* extended 
into tbo woods andclo^o in tho rear of the battery, 
which position they held until a rotreat was or- 
dered. Additional’ reinfo c menu cf the enemy 
were coining up oa our right, leaving abandoned 
their position on the left, and I ordarod ths 84 
and 110 down to the right, but beforo they 
roached th* posi ion assigned them, the enemy 
was in full retreat bsforo cur brave men, and I at 
onc« ordered them acroto into tbe woods again. 

Under cover of the engagement on cur right 
the enemy h»d thrown another fores into ihe 
woods and proved them down up )n our batteries 
to tbo left. S» rapid w as this movement that 
they pissed the line on which the 84lb and 110th 
were oidored unobserved — making a dash upon 
tho battery so sudden and unexpee'ei as to com- 
pel the canrioniera o abandon ihvir pieces. Col. 
Cmdy met the •memy with hi3 regiment with 
great cx>lae&°, bis men fighting with commenda- 
ble bravery. The 7 h and 5'li Ohio wore soon 
supporting him, driving tho enemy from their po- 
sition and rotaking ihebatUry. The artillery 
< fficer8 made a strong effort and used great oxer- 
tions to remove their guns. « ut (the horses hav- 
ing bsen killed or dbab'td) found it impossible. 
The eiiem}’ had given away along tho whole 
line, bnt 1 £asv heavy reinforcements crossing 
from ihe town, that would have boon impossible 
for us successfully to resist. After consulting 
Gen. Carroll, I ordered tin troops to fall back un- 
dar bis direction, with a view of retreating until 
we sbou'd meet tho reinforcements of Gons. Kim- 
ball and Ferry. 

Gen. Carroll to k command of the covering of 
the re' rear, which was made in perfect order; and, 
save the stampede of those who ran before the 
flight was fair.’y oponid, the rotreat was quite as 
oidatly as the advance. 

The force engaged undor my commard could 
not have exceed d 3,000 men. Of the enemy’s 
force (my ioforir.&tion comes from the prisoners 
taken by us), none of ihem estimated it at less 
: han 8 000 inon actually in the engagement. 

The loss of our artillery we feel almost as koen- 
ly as wo should to have lost our colors, yet it was 
impossible to save them without animals to drag 
them through the deep mud; tbe men could not 
doit. While wo deeply feel this loss, we have 
tks atiO'acrion of knowing that we have one of 
their?, caplurid by the 5lb Ohio, and driven off 
in full view of ateir whole force; sixty-seven pris- 
oners followed it to this post. 

It will not be expected that I can mention the 
mar y gal lent actions of the different cfficers opon 
that haid fought tie d Yet I cannot do justice 
to my own feeliDgs witheut remarking that, in 
my i pinion, braver, more determined, and willing 
men never entered a battle-field. General Car- 
roll distinguished himsolf by his coolness and 
dishing bravery Upon fciin I relied, and was 
not disappointed For heroic gallantry I will 
place Colonel Garin, Colonel Bncklty, Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Creighton, Colonel Dunning, Colonel 
Tucborne, Colonel Candy, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hayward beside the bravest men of tbe United 
States army. The line ( (fibers of tho different 
regiments discharged their duty nobly, and de- 
serve o special mention by their Colonels. Capts 
Clark, Robinson, and Hnnliagdon served their 
guns with gieat credit, aDd deservo particular 
notice. 

To tho membsr8 of your staff, Lieut. Shriber, 
Capt. Keiley, and Capt. Keogh, I am undor 
many, very many obligations for tho prompt, 
efficient, acd officer like mannor in which thoy 
di: charged tbo duties assigned them. The two 
latter were in tho field through the hottest of the 
engagement, exposed to tho enemy’s fire from 
first to last. Capt. Keiley received a severe 
wound in the face, while urging forward the ineD, 
and was carried off the field. 

For a list of the casualties of the ougagement, 
1 respectfully refer y< u to tho reports of tho 
several regiments, which accompany this piper. 

The loss of tho enemy must have been very 
heavy. ^ The grape and canister from our batte- 
ries and the fire from our musketry mowed them 
down like gra-’S before a well served ecythe, and 
the fact of thsir heavy force retiring before us is 
an evidence that they suffered severely. 

Aide de-Camp Eaton was the only tfficer of my 
Haft present. Capt. Quay being too ill to tako 
the field, Chaplain D. C. Wright, of the 7th Ohio, 
volunteered to serve mo. The duty these gentle- 
men were called upon lo perform w»s arduous, and 
led them almost constantly under fire of the ene- 
my. Yet they executed their duties with com- 
mendable coolness and Energy, meriting my 
warmest thanks.

The Movements of Bfaorkoard' 9 A rhy 
Nothing 18 yet known with certainty, but there 
is much probability in the reports that Beaure 
gsrd has abandoned all hope of holding snv nor- 
tlon of tbe valley of tho Mississippi, and has 
transferred tbe flower of his army to the Atlantic 
States. The occupation of New Orleans and of 
Ihe entire Mississippi on his left flank, onr com- 
mand of the great transvem lino of railroad com- 
munication on his front, and the impeding cap- 
ture of Mobile, with its navigable waters reach- 
ing close upon his rear, would seem to leave him 
no alternative but to take himself off as speedily 
aa possible, or be hemrnod in with fatal effeot. 
But one solitary avenue of escape was open to 
btm after falling back from Corinth; namely, the 
roac * ^, rtu Kh Central Alabama to Montgomery 
and Atlanta This railroad, after the capture if 
Mobile, could easily be reached and commanded 
by gnnboats ascending the Alabama in all sea- 
sons navigable. If Beauregard was to retreat 
eastward at all, it had to bo done promptly. But 
it would not be possible for blm to remain in the 
Slate of Mississippi with bis external communica- 
tioD9 all cut off. H® would bs mined even if no 
attack were made upon him, for he could not sub- 
sist his army. Mississippi falls far ehort of raw- 
ing food enough to support its own popnlation— 
beiner one of the smallest wheat growing 8tates in 
tho Union, and nearly half way down the scale 
in respect to Indian corn. TTie old crops are ex- 
hausted and the new could not bs waited for. The 
alternative at Ccrintb — retreat or a hopeless fight 
—was no sooner acted upen thaD, as we believe, 
an alternative yet more cruel presented itself re- 

treat or certain starvation. If the first retreat 
was the dictate of prudence, the second seems an 
absolute necessity. 

Moreover the rebel situation in the Atlantic 
Spates demands the reinforcements. Richmond, 
Charleston, and Savannah must all fall before the 
close of the month, to a dead certainty, unless 
tens of thousand* more troops are brought to their 
defence. Cencent ration, therefore, Is now, more 
than ever, the order of the day. At the begin- 
ning of epring Jeff Davis sent hi* well-remem- 
bered message to bis Con g roes declaring that 
“events have demonstrated that the government 
had attempted more than it had power success- 
fully to achieve,” and that therefore he had con- 
tracted bis military lines. The same sense of in- 
ability dictates to him now a still farther con- 
traction. A9 Missouri, Kentucky, Central Ten- 
nessee, and Northern Virginia were then given 
over, so now Louisiana, Mississippi, and Ala- 
bama must be abandoned, and for the same rea- 
son. Events have tnado it doubly certain that 
dispersion is sure destruction. 

If this further concentration has really taken 
place, it remains to be seen whether it will help 
their cause. This transfer of tho southwestern 
army, or what there is left of it — for it has been 
greatly reduced in numbers by oaptnre and de- 
sertion-— would reduce the circuit of military 
operations to four States— Georgia, South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, aDd Virginia. An Irregu- 
lar guerilla warfare might for a time bs kept up 
outside, which may harass to some extent, bat it 
c*n have no effect upon the fortunes of the war. 
Such warfare must, at the worst, be short-lived, 
as has ju^t been effectively illustrated in the sud- 
don termination of the careers of Ashby and Mor- 
gan, beyond question the two most formidable 
partisans in the cmfedoracy. In each of the 
I’our States to bo defended by tbe combined rebel 
armies, the Federal forc*6 have already a fixed 
foothold. The entire coast line is theirs, savo the 
sffigle points of Wilmington and Cnurleaton. 
Wilmington h not strongly fortified, andean be 
reduced with littie trouble. Charleston, as every- 
body has had occasion to know, has formidable de- 
fences. But it seems very certain that they would 
not arrest tho progress c f an Iron- did like the Mon- 
itor, when the obstructions on the bar were once 
laseed. The Monitor onoe beforo the city would 
io Id it at its merev. The chief strategic value 
of Wilmington ar d Charleston is that they are 
both tbe links of very important railroad omnec- 
tions. The possession of the latter would leave 
but a ringle line of communioation between tbe 
latitudes south of Charleston and tho latitude* 
north— merely the branch running north from 
Branch ville on tbe Charleston and Augusta road, 
sixty miles woat of Charleston. Even this would 
be virtually rendered nselo^s were a gunboat to 
aftcend the Sivannah and destroy tbo bridge at 
Augusta. Tbe growing disaffection of North 
Csrolipf to the Confederacy asaumes a new im- 
portance in vi*w of Ihe new lino of dsfeDce. Her 
position would be virtually the heart of the dis- 
puted region, and will give her an immense power 
for mi chief, if the concludes to turn aotively 
against tho tyranny which wjs imposed upon her 
at the outset, acd for which she is every month 
finding new reason for d**p3r hate. It w< nld in- 
deed be the fittest retribution if tbe State which, 
above all other?, wa9 dragged into the Confeder- 
acy bj monstrous usurpation should prove to be 
tbe Sfate which finally gave the tyranny its 
deathblow. 

If Beauregard succeeds in transferring tho body 
of his army eastward, iUmainp^rtion undoubted- 
ly will be used to rtinforce Richmond. That Is 
the vital point of tbe confederacy, as the rebel 
leaders freoly avow. We may bi Enro that thoy 
will strain their utmost stength to save it. The 
experience which they had of the qaaldy of Mc- 
Clellan 's army at the battle of Fair Oik?, two 
weeks ago, is a prac’ical demonstration that the 
chances are all against them, unlo33 they add 
greatly to their force. With Beauregard, and the 
best material of his army, to fight with them, 
they could give our general a terriblo battle which 
might go against him. Tho great safety f >r us 
lies in McCle! lin’d prudence. All of bis military 
character warrants the assurance that he will not 
tutor battle at a disadvantage. It may bs that 
ho too will have to be heavily reinforced before be 
can venture further. If this is necoasary it will 
cost time; but thn people bavo long rince learned 
to be patient. — N. Y World

Judge Sprague on the Pet Schemes of 
the Radicals. — Tho radicals in Congress 
have two pet schemes for the accomplishment 
of radical purposes. One of these schemes is 
wholesale conliscation, including emancipation, 
the other is the reduction of the seceding 
States to the Territorial condition, with the 
view of holding them in that condition untij 
they abolish slavery. 

We are not aware that the authority of 
Judge Sprague or any other respectable judge 
has ever been pleaded in support of the latter 
scheme, which from its very wildness and enor- 
mity is comparatively harmless, but the name 
of Judgw Sprague has been invoked to shelter 
the illegality of the former scheme, and 
invoked, too, in the Senate of the United 
States, by so considerable a momber as the 
Chairman of the Committee of the Judiciary 
in that body. Tho invocation, however, was 
entirely unwarranted, as will appear in tho 
oxtracts wo subjoin from Judge Sprague’s re- 
cent decision in tho case of tho Amy Warwick. 

We republish tho extracts as we find them 
in the National Intelligencer: 

U. S. District Cocbt, April, 1862. 

The Amy Warwick and Cargo. — Belligerent 
rights of the Government as against its own 
subjects in civil war. 

[extracts 1 
SprAgoe, J. — Inese claimants, Dunlop Mon- 
cure & Co , haviDg been permanent residents of 
Richmond, Virginia, before and ever since the 
sailing and capture of this vessel, are in the same 
condition as were Edmond, Davenpirt, & Co., the 
claimants of the 400 bags of coffee which have 
already been condemned. If the opinion given 
in that case be adhered to, this claim must be 
dismissed. 

An objection to the prize decisions of tbe Dis- 
trict Crurts has arisen from an apprehension cf 
radical consequence!. It has been supposed that 
if the Government have the rights of a belliger- 
ent, then, after the rebellion is suppressed, it will 
have the rights of conquest; that a State and its 
inhabitants may be permanently divested of all 
political privileges and treated as foreign territo 
ry acquired by arms. This is an error— a grave 
and dangerous error. 

Conquest of a foreign country gives absolute 
and unlimited sovereign rights. But no nation 
ever makes 6uch a conquest of its own territory 
If a hostile Power, either from without or within 
a nation, takes possession and holds absolute do 
minion over any portion of its territory, and the 
nation by force of arms expels or overthrows the 
enemy, and suppresses hoslilitles, it acquires no 
new title, but msrely regain, the possession of 
which it had been temporarily deprived. Tho 
cation acquires no new sovereignty, but merely 
maintains its previous rights. 

Another objsction to those decisions of the Dis 
trict Courts is founded upon the apprehension 
that they may lead to or countenance cruel and 
impolitic confiscations of private property found 
on land. This apprehension is uu founded. No such 
consequence can legitimately fellow. Those deci- 
sions undoubtedly assert that the United States 
have the rights of a belligerent. But the extent 
of those rights on land or tbe manner in which 
they are to be exercised was not discussed. They 
were not even adverted to, except to say that 
enemy’s property found by a belligerent on land, 
within his own country, on tho breaking out of a 
war, will not be condemned by the courts, al- 
though it would be if found at sea. This dis- 
tinction, so far as it goes, tends to show that the 
doctrine of maritime captures is not to b» applied 
to seizures on land. But the danger upon which 
this objsction is founded dees not arise from 
the administration of tbe prizs laws by tbe 
courts, or the exercise of belligerent rights 
by military commanders upon military exi- 
gencies. The objection really aiisea from fear 
of the legislation uf Congress. It is apprehended 
that they may pass sweeping or general acta of 
confiscation, to take practical effect only after 
the rebellion shall have been suppressed; that 
whole estates, real and personal, which have 
not been seized during the war, may be taken 
and confiscated upon coming within reach of tbe 
Government, afeer hostilities shall have ceased. 
This, as we have seen, wou.d not be the exercise 
of belligerent rights, tbe war being at an end. 
Bslligorent confiscations take effect only upon 
property of which possession is taken during the 
war. As against property which continues under 
the control of the enemy they are wholly in- 
operative. If possession be acquired by or after 
the psace, theu previous legislation may take 
effect, but it will be by tho right of sovereignty, 
not as an act of war. Undor despotic govern- 
ments tbe power of municipal confiscation 
may be ur limited, but under our Govern- 
ment the right of sovereignty over any por- 
tion of a State is given and limited by tho Con- 
stitution, and will bo the same after tbe war as it 
was before. When the United States take pos- 
session of any rebel district they acquire no n etc 
title, but merely vindicate that which previously 
existed, and are to do only what is necessary for 
that purpose. Confiscations of property, not for 
any use that has been made of it, which go not 
against an offending thing, but are inflicted for 
the personal delinquency of the owner, are puni 
live ; and punishmont should be iofiicted only upon 
due conviction of personal quill. What offences 
shall be created and what penalties affixed mast 
be left to the justice and wisdom of Congress 
within the limits prescribed by tbe Constitution. 
Such penal enactments have no connection what- 
ever with tbs dscisions of prize courts enforcing 
belligerent rights upon property captured at sea 
during the war. 

Judge Sprague here not only denounces the 
assumed power of reducing the seceding 
States to the Territorial condition as “a grave 
and dangorous error,” but declares that “con 
fiscations of property, not for any use that has 
been made of it, which go not against an of- 
fending thing, but are inflicted for the personal 
delinquency of the owner, are pnnitive, and 
punishment should be inflicted only upon due 
conviction of personal guilt,” and then only 
“within the limits prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion.” This declaration condemns as unconsti- 
tutional the whole scheme of confiscation now 
pending in Congress; it sweeps away the 
sweeping measure. 

The error of those who have sought to make 
out the constitutionality of this measure, so 
far as the error is an honest one, has arisen 
mainly from a confused apprehension of bel- 
ligerent rights as distinguished from the rights 
of sovereignty in tho case. The Gov- 
ernment unquestionably has as against the 
rebels the rights both of sovereignly and of 
war; but, from the nature of the case, the 
rights of sovereignty wherever they conflict 
with the rights of war cannot be exercised at 
all until tho rights of war have been suc- 
cessfully exercised, whereupon the rights of 
war cease to exist, so that although the Gov- 
ernment in reality possesses both classes of 
rights it cannot exercise the former until it 
has exhausted the latter. Tho belligerent 
rights of the Government in the case grow 
out of the veiy fact that the sovereign rights 
of the Government cannot be exercised. When 
the latter can be safely exercised the former 
ends. Though the two sets of rights co-exist 
in principle they do not co-exist in practice 
They in practice mutually exclude each other, 
the rights of war arising from the obstruction 
of the rights of sovereignty, and the rights of 
sovereignty, as soon as they are unobstructed 
extinguishing the rights of war. Ia fine, the 
Government as against the rebels cannot ex- 
ercise belligerent rights after the war is over, and 
cannot exercise sovereign rights wherever they 
conflict with belligerent rights before the war 
is over. This general doctrine underlies the 
remarks of Judge Sprague. It is the true 
doctrine. 

Now, the rights of war are limited by the 
law of nations, which forbids the confiscation 
of private property on land. Therefore, 
the pending scheme of confiscation, which 
confiscates private property on land, has no 
arrant in the rights of war. But the result 



would be the same if the law of nations did 
not forbid the confiscation of private property 
on land, since the pending scheme could not 
take effect until after the rebellion i6 put dowD, 
when, as we have shown, the rights of war will 
not exist. In no point of view, accordingly, 
has the scheme the slightest warrant in the 
rights of war. Thus one alleged BOurce of 
authority is cut off. There remains but one 
other alleged source — the rights of sovereignty. 
But the rights of sovereignty are limited by 
the Constitution, which forbids tho confiscation 
of property as a punishment for crime except 
upon duo conviction ot personal guilt and 
within the limits prescribed in the instrument. 
Therefore, the pending scheme of confiscation, 
which confiscates property as a punishment for 
crime without due conviction of personal guilt 
and regardless of the limits prescribed in the 
Constitution, has no warrant in the rights of 
sovereignty. It consequently has no warrant 
anywhere. It is totally unwarrantable. This 
view appears to us decisive. 

It should be observed particularly that J udge 
Sprague gives a quietus to the notion so cur- 
rent in Congress respecting proceedings in rem. 
He confines such proceedings to property which 
by a fiction of law is deemed an offending 
tbiDg, and excludes them altogether and dis- 
tinctly from the innocent property of guilty 
persons. This is sound law and sound sense. 
The opposite doctrine, embodied in the pond- 
ing scheme of confiscation, is not only irra- 
tional and devoid of authority, but straight in 
the teoth of the wholo theory and practice of 
the law on tho subject. That any lawyer above 
the rank of pettifogger has brought himself 
to favor a notion so absurd and so condemned 
is among the marvels of this marvellous time. 

The publication of these extracts from 
Judge Sprague’s decision is opportune. They 
appear in season to raise “the sober second 
thought” in Congress, and we cannot doubt 
that they will do so. Judge Sprague is a 
patriot without reproach, a learned and able 
jurist, and, last but not least in the present 
point of view, a Massachusetts man. His 
opinion, intrinsically worthy of all respect, is 
recommended to the majority in Congress by 
adventitious circumstances of unusual force. 
We predict from its timely utterance a very 
salutary effect. Certainly, while there is room 
for hope, wo shall never despair of the final 
rejection of a measure, which, saying nothing 
of its gross and glaring inexpediency, attracts 
so authoritative and so convincing a witness to 
its unconstitutionality. 



igrWe published a few days ago a para- 
graph from the Jackson Mississippian, clamor 
ing and howling for the assassination of G3n. 
Butler, and we have since published a rebel 
offor of ten thousand dollars for his head, and 
yet it is only through his active and beneficent 
instrumentality that thousands of tho rebels of 
New Orleans and its immediate vicinity are 
saved from the death of starvation. Yes, be 
saves tho lives of countless rebels, while count- 
less other rebels are seeking to have him mur- 
dered. They would deal murder to him in 
exchange for his gift of life to their friends, 
But the stern old warrior professos to care 
nothing for thoir murderous designs. lie 
plainly tells them, that, if they put him out of 
the way, tho officer, who, as next in com 
mand, must succeed him, will soon convince 
them that they have made a deplorable blun- 
der. He seems to think they will find that 
they have swapped a witch for the Devil. 

And it appears that the rebels call for the 
assassination of Gen. Fremont as well as of 
Gen. Butler, inasmuch as Gen. F. is said to 
have hung a couple of guerillas in Western 
Virginia. Indeed the Richmond Dispatch 
nrges, in the following paragraph, the proprie 
ty of a general system of murder: 

Assassination in the ab (tract is a horrid crime, 
and so is every kind of killing; but to slay a ty- 
rant is no more oatasainalinn thanjvar is murder. 
Who speaks of Brutus as ah assasSISF writ* 
Yankee ever condomnod the R 'undhead crew who 
brought Charles I. to tho block, although it would 
be a cruel libel to compare him politically or per- 
sonally to the tyrants who are now lording it 
over tbe Sontb? When Fremont hangs Virginia 
citi-sns for defending their country, either singly 
or in bands of ten or a dozsD, cither as gnerillas, 
miiitis, or regular soldisrs, not only should two 
Yankees be hung, but a plan should bn found by 
which tbe life of Fremont itself should be made 
the atonomont, even if it require twenty years to 
accomplish it. * * * Two or three ccot, 

sagacious and determined men — the fewer the 
better— ought to be put upon the track of every 
such villian, and under every disguise, amidst 
every obstacle, and no matter how many monlhs 
or years it may require, should follow him up till 
they have inflicted upon him the same fats be has 
brought upon others. 

Tho whole spirit of the rebel Confederacy is 
evidently going from bad to worse and from 
worse to worst. The Confederacy began in the 
violation of the most solemn oaths on the part of 
noarly or quite all of its agents, it was contin 
ued in theft and fraud and robbery and in tho 
most fiendlike treatment of prisoners of war, 
and now it culminates in a general plan of 
murder, not bold and opon-day murder, but 
such murder os is done by masked mur- 
derers at midnight. But certainly no deed 
of murder, no thousand deeds of murder, 
can prevent the future hanging of gnerillas 
whenever they torfeit their lives by gross 
violations of the laws of civilized warfare. 
The treatment of such guerillas is resolved on, 
it has been announced in a proclamation from 
the head of the Union forces in Missouri, and, 
if the rebels deem it sufficient causo for the in- 
auguration of a system of guerilla massacre, 
they can begin as soon as they like. They 
would soon find themselves sad losers in tho 
horrible game, for this war is to be prosecuted 
and finished upon the soil of the rebel Confed- 
eracy. 



“A Personal Explanation.” — The Hon. 

C. A. Wickliffe, in the course of the debate 
on the confiscation and emancipation bills, de- 
livered, we see by a late number of the Globe, 
a very forcible and conclusive speech against 
both measures. The speech is able through- 
out, and in parts is marked by a simple and 
impressive eloquence. The effort would have 
been not unworthy of our venerable friend in 
his palmier days. 

There is one passage of the speech, how- 
ever, in relation to which we feel constrained 
to rise, as they say in Congress, to a personal 
explanation. The passage is this: 

I am not wont to approve the opinions or to 
follow the advice of an abolitionist, but on the 
present occasion I will read the advice and 
admonition of one who seems not to have lost 
all of his common sense, though he honestly, 
no doubt, desires the freedom of the slaves of 
the South. 

The Editor of the Boston Journal, well 
known no doubt to the delegation from Mas- 
sachusetts, in his paper recommends to his 
friends in Congress the true course, and advises 
that Congress pursue it. He is indorsed by the 
Boston Post upon this subject. He says: 

‘ The true course, in our judgment, is to put 
down the rebellion by the plain strong arm, break 
up and disperse the revolutionary power, re-assett 
the authority of the government, and, theo, 
when we are clearly in a situation to protect the 
rebel citizen if he returns to bis allegiance, we 
may wisely as well as rightfully denounce confis- 
cation against him if he contumaciously refus-s 
to return. In this way, confiscation, properly 
guarded and constitutionally administered, may 
promote the re-establishment of the Union; but 
in no other. In any other way, confiscation can 
serve only to gratify the spirit of vengeance, 
while prolonging and embittering the strife of 
brethren.’’ 

This man writes and speaks sensibly, if he 
is an abolitionist. He has not lost his senses; 
the balance-wheel of his mind docs not work 
backwards, nor does it rush his thoughts on to 
the advocacy of such measures as are now be- 
fore us. I concur with him when he says that 
in any other way confiscation can serve only to 
gratify the spirit of vengeance, while prolong- 
ing and embittering the strife of brethren, 
thank God there is one abolitionist in Massa- 
chusetts who has the soul to recognize the holy 
influence of the word, “brethren.” Brethren, 
in a national point of view, they are, though 
in arms against us. 

Now, the simplo truth is, the extract quoted 
here is not from the Boston Journal, but from 
the Louisville Journal.

Whether or not the Boston Journal ever en 
dorsed tho extract, we do not know positively, 
though we confidently think not, but the Bos- 
ton Advertiser, a Republican Journal, certain 
ly did, which in a measure saves Mr. Wick 
liffc’8 point, that otherwise might have gone 
down before “the truth of history,” as we have 
now vindicated the august verity. “Mr 
Speaker, I have done!”

Court Square wa> donated to the city of 
Memphis by General Andrew Jackson, and 
his statue occupies its ceulre, with tho super- 
scription on one face of iu base, “The Union 
must be preserved. ” Tho people of Memphis 
do not show themselves worthy of the old he- 
ro’s gift while they cannot appreciate the ines- 
timable value of his golden precept. 

I? The U. S. Treasury notes, green-backs 
as they are called, are getting very popular in 
the South. Bverywhere they go with our 
armies. For the sake of the green-backs the 
rebels might afford to welcomo the “blue- 
bellies. ” 

W The mouths of several of the rebel rivers 
are blockaded. What a great thing it would 
be for the cause of truth if the mouths of the 
rebels themselves were blockaded. 



O" As man’s dust returns to its kindred 
dust, so secession, born of discord and disor- 
ganization, is rapidly resolving itself into its 
original elemenU. 



The rebels lately released 2,000 prison- 
ers because they couldn’t find food for them. 
For a similar reason they had better disband 
their own troops. 

It is said that in soma parts of Missis- 
sippi the poor rebels have to subsist on bran. 
Let them be sure to get it fresh, and then 
every meal will be “bran new. ” 



■The reopening of the Mississippi river to 
tho people of the Great West and Northwest 
is an event of vast importance, partially un 
appreciated because mighty events have recent 
ly followed each other in such rapid succession, 

It would, as the Baltimore American says, be 
almost or quite sufficient of itself to decide the 
destiny of the Southern Confederacy. How 
men could be so mad as to suppose that a pop 
ulation like that upon its upper waters would 
ever consent to be d sbarred from their right of 
way to the Gulf is certainly quite past all com- 
prehension; and yet, who has forgotten tho air 
of confidenco with which tho Confederates de- 
clared it closed, and to remain so, except at 
their good pleasure, in all time to come? We 
recollect well the announcement that artillery 
was planted on i's banks by ordtr of the Gov- 
ernor of , Mississippi, and how it took the 
country by surprise, not unmixed with in- 
credulity and even amusemont, at such re- 
ported preemption. Let us tccur to some of 
the announcements so cxultingly made by rebel 
prints at that period. Here is onefrom the 
Memphis Avalanche of January 17, 1861: 

Just above Vicksburg, by direction of Governor 
Pettus, a battery has been erected, and every 
ooat hailing from north of Mason’s and Dixon's 
line is compelled to round to and give an account

E iassed there during the night, and was forced to 
and at tbe behost of a twelve pound shot fired 
acro'8 hor bows. Of course she was all right, and 
went on. The new Republic is going to work in 
earnest. 

Here again is one from the Memphis Even- 
ing Argus, of January 17th: 

Cincinnati steamboat men have been thrown 
into a fever from the Governor of Mississippi or- 
dering cannon and a military company to Vicks- 
burg to bail all steamboats passing. The aboli- 
tion journals howl over it and are greatly in- 
censed. H'c would like to see them help them- 
selves. 

Such was the prelude to events which have 
since drawn the eyes of the civilized world to 
the great V alley of the Mississippi — a prelude 
destined to humble to the last degree the pre- 
sumptuous functionary who led off there in 
assuming a hostile attitude, since the city 
which was tho scene of his follies, with others 
as proud, was made to succumb to tho power 
so foolishly challenged to a trial of strength. 
And when we remember that these hostile acts 
took place as early as January of that year, 
that tho Government had not made the first 
movement to provoke a condition of war, we 
may properly estimato the assumed forbearance 
of that set of plotters in the Cotton States 
who, alter they had succeeded in getting them- 
selves into a desperate serapo, coolly insisted 
upon it that they only desired to be let “alone.” 

Moral Viciobies. — Moral victories, says 
the New York Journal of Commerce, mast 
supplement the victories in the field, if we 
would bring the South once more into cordial 
allegiance to the Constitution of the United 
Slates. Tho rebel soldierly must not only be 
disarmed, but divested of secret hostility, 
until the old Union as it was can be reinstated 
in the affections of the people. The exercise 
of mere arbitrary force cannot do this, separate 
from those kindlier influences always fostered 
by a benign government, in the control of its 
subjects. Ia like manner, each manifestation 
of good will on the part of citizens of one sec- 
tion toward those of any other section must al- 
ways be attended with happy effects, and we 
may feel assured — reasoning from tho analo- 
gies of our nature — that the men of the South 
were never more susceptible to the influence of 
kind acts on the part of their antagonists than 
at this very moment. The more completely 
we can at this time master the animosities en- 
gendered by a stato of war, and in spite of all 
still recognize the claims of a common hu- 
manity and common citizenship, the more 
thoroughly shall we demonstrate our claims to 
a higher civilization and to the respect of 
friends and foes. 

No one can contemplate the spectacle pre- 
sented by tho ready response of the citizens of 
St. Louis to the appeal of Geo. Halleck in be- 
half of the suffering families of rebel soldiers 
without emotion. The magnanimity thus dis- 
played toward a discomfited enemy is little 
short of sublime, and the philanthropist may 
almost rejoice over the calamity of war, if it 
affords such opportunities for conquering our- 
selves — of showing to the world, that, while 
the supremacy of law is paramount to every 
other consideration, the heart of Americans is 
not stifled to the cry of the suffering, even 
among those who declare themselves to be our 
enemies. 

We may safely assert that the men of St. 
Louis in the act here noticed have achieved 
the most splendid victory of the war, and, we 
may hope, one pregnant with good. The 
Southern rebel who hears of it, unless his 
heart is steeled by hate, will find it hard to 
strike another blow. 

O' When the rebels evacuated their fortifi- 
cations at Cumberland Gap, they had no com- 
missary stores, cotton, or tobacco to burn, so 
they fired tho mountains at various points in 
order to light their way by the usual blaze of 
secession retreat. 

O' Many of the rebel Editors are bitterly 
denouncing Jeff. Davis. We have no doubt 
that they would gladly exchange him for Abe 
Lincoln. B ut we can’t swap. 

tar The rebels, fearing that the battle may 
be to tho strong, console themselves with the 
thought that the race is to the sw iff.

Treatment ok Disloyalty in St. Louis.— 
Provoet Marshal General Farrar issued the fol- 
lowing fpecial order on the 17th inst : 

Whilst in the State of Missouri, and espec'ally 
in the city of St. Louis, there never has been any 
well- founded expectation of success to the rebel 
cause, still the desperate though fruitless eff >rta 
of the rebels in this State have been prodre ivo 
of the greatest evils, the peace of the people has 
been destroyed, their lives constantly in danger, 
their industry paralyzed and its fruits ruthlessly 
seized and stolen. Whilst the interior of the 
State has been in a miserable condition, constant 
and effective aid, support, and encouragement 
have been given to the outlaws in arms bv a 
large number of the inhabitants of this city, who 
have been equally guilty with those who have 
taken up arms. These outlaws in spirit amongst 
us are, many of them, individually well known 
to the military authorities as active and efficient 
supporters of this rebellion. F>rbearanco 
has been extended to theso people in 
the hops that they would esase their 
misconduct, but they continued their acta of 
hatred to the Government, deriding its power 
and constantly claiming and asserting that it 
has no rightful oxistonce here, and that it right- 
fully should and would be overthrown by the 
‘ Rebel Government; ” their abuse of the Foderal 
Givernment and a'l in authority nrdirit; their 
obstinate support of the cause of the rebellion 
becomes a serious matter; it not only encourages 
and keeps alive tho marauding guerilla warfare 
in this State, but it has a great effect upon a 
large number of persons in this city and State 
whose disloyal tendencies would long since have 
been rooted out but for this continuing cause cf 
support. In view of the evil consequences of 
treating these people with leniency, and that to 
do so tends to keep up the insurrectionary spirit 
in this city and State, the time has come when 
they should be recognized in their true charac- 
ter, and dealt with as active and efficient 
enemies of the Government. 

The ptaca and welfare of this city and S^ate 
suffer from the failure of the military authori- 
ties to take notice of the ovils resulting from ihe 
conduct of these cunning traitors, who, wbilo 
plotting treason, try to practice it in secret. It 
is therefore ordered that the Provost Marshal rf 
the city of St. Louis will ciuse all persons in this 
city suspected of disloyal sympathies to take the 
oath of allegiance to the Uaited States Govern- 
ment and the Provisional State Government, nod 
all persons woll known by their conduct, bear- 
ing, conversation, or companions to be disloyal 
shall be required to give bond for their observance 
of the oath. And the Provost Marshal of the 
city will cause tho arrest of all persons guilty, 
after the publica' ion of this orde*, of any of the 
disloyal conduct hereinbefore mentimed, whether 
it consists of acts or language, hostile to the Gov- 
ernment. 



Two Sharks after Cotton. — The Nash- 
ville correspondent of the Cincinnati Gazdte 
says : 

Yesterday a gentleman gave me the foe's, as 
they came to him, of a little advent ure near 
Huntsville, Alabama. Two individuals invented 
an expedient for cheap cotton purchas»s. They 
went to the houso of a widow lady, and inform- 
ed h«T they were sent by Gen. Mitchell to pur 
chase her cotton for the Government, at the fixed 
price of $20 per bale. If she refused t> sell, her 
crop wcuid be taken per force. The lady, whoso 
mind bad beeu so abused as to believe the Gov- 
ernment would do anything, gave wav to their 
demand, and acuilly sold them all the cotton 
she had at $20 per bale. Next they went to the 
house of a gentleman in the eamo neighborhood, 
who at first believed their falsehood and sold his 
cotton, but the second sober thought convinced 
him he had been humbugged, and ho repaired to 
Gen. Mitchell with a statement of the case. 
When the GsDeral heard the statement, he sent 
a guard with the planter to Arrest tho specula- 
tor; and when they were found, first caused 
them to pay both parties $80 per bale, aud then, 
having turned the cotton over to the United 
States, threw them into jail.

Judge Thomas L. Smith (Dem.), of Floyd, 
offered a series of resolutions, which had that 
morning been adopted by the Democratic mem- 
bers of the convention. They wero read acd re- 
ceived with general satisfaction as a manly and 
patriotic expression, in which all good and loyal 
citizens could unite. 

Resolved , That the reflations to be adopted by 
the Union Convention to be held to-day enght to 
om brace all the following objects : 

1st. The anion of all good citizms, without 
distinction of pirty, to maintain the Constitution 
of the United States as it came from the bands of 
its founders, with all its guarantees and rafe- 
guards for the protection of the rights of all the 
people and all the States. 

2d. The protection of the loyal people of the 
rebellious States. 

3. The cheerful and hearty support of our Na- 
tional and State administrations in all necessary 
measures to put down and utterly crush out the 
present unnatural and causeless rebellion, and to 
visit with condign punishment the leading trai- 
tors who have instigated it, and those who have 
maliciously and wilfully participated in its atro- 
cious and horrible enormities. 

4. The care, sustenance, and encouragement of 
the soldiers in the Union armies who are sacrific- 
ing their health and lives in the defence of onr 
inst itnt ions. 

Rewived , That on a platform embracing sub- 
stantially the foregoing objects, we will cordially 
unite with any and all of onr fellow citizens, 
without any regard to former party names or asso- 
ciations. 

Resolved, That we have no sympathy with the 
designs and purposes of the rebels or their sym- 
pathizers, or of radical abolitionists. 

R ‘solved. That a copy of these resolutions be 
presented to the committee on resolutions of the 
convention when it assembles. 

Hon. William T. Otto, from the Committee on 
Resolutions, reported that the Committo© bad 
unanimously instructed him to report the follow- 
ing Platform : 

Whereas, The National Government fs en- 
gaged in a war waged against it by its enomies 
for the avowed purpose of its destruction, and the 
subversion of our Republican form of Govern- 
ment, therefore 

Resolved , That the present civil war was forced 
upon the country by the disunionists in the 
S rathern States, who are now in rebellion against 
the constitutional government; that in the pres- 
ent National emergency, wo, the ptopleof Indi- 
ana, in convention assembled, forgetting all 
former political differences, and recollecting only 
onr duty to tho whole country, do pledge our- 
selves to aid with men acd money the vigorous 
irosecntfon cf the present war, which is not bo- 
ng waged upon the part of cur Government ft r the 
purpose of cor quest, subjugation, or the over- 
throwing or interfering with the rights or estab- 
lished institutions of any of the States, bnt to 
suppress aDd put down a wicked and causeless 
rebellion, defend and maintain the supremacy of 
tho Constitution, and to preserve the Union as 
established bv onr patriot fathers, with all the 
dignity, equality, and rights of the several States 
unimpaired, and when these objects are fully ac- 
complished, and not before, we believe the war 
ought to cease; acd that we invite all who coin- 
cide in these sentiments to unite with us in sup- 
port of the ticket this day nominated. 

Resolved , That wo demand and expect of our 
Executive and Legislative bodies, both State and 
Na'.fonal, an economical administration of gov- 
ernmental affairs, and the punishment of fraud 
against the Government, as well as a fearless dis- 
charge of their duties. 

Resolved , That as long as patrioti-m, courage, 
and the love of constitutional liberty shall be 
honored and revered among the people of the 
United States, the heroic conduct of the soldiers 
of the Union, who have offered their lives for the 
salvation of their country, will be remembered 
with the most profound feelings of veneration and 
gratitude, and that wo now tender to them the 
warmost thanks and lasting gratitude of every 
member of this Convention. 

Resolved , That we tender to the 60,000 volun- 
teers from Indiana our heartfelt congratulations, 
and hail with pride the fact that upon every bat 
tie field where Indianians have been found, they 
have di 'played the bravery of patriots in defence 
of a glorious cause, and we pledge them that 
while they are subduing armed traitors in the 
field, ws will coodemn at the ballot-box all those 
in our midst who are not unconditional ly for the 
Uuion. 

The Indianapolis Journal says the resolutions 
were then adopted by acclamation, and three 
cheers were given for the ticket and the platform 
I The}' were loud and long, and were given with a 
will.

“CIRCULAR.” 

Headquarters U. S. Forces in Kentucky,) 
Louisville, Ky., Jute 9lb, 1862. f 

The following iretructions are issued for the 
guidance cf officers in the cases sptcified: 

1. All peaceful and law-abiding citizens and 
residents of ths State must bo protected iq their 
personi, property, and rights, but citizens and 
residents who join the so-called Confedera 0 forces, 
or gave them aid and assistance, or went wilhin 
their lineswilboutlicensefro.il 1 he proper authori- 
ties, and have returned or may return, aud be re- 
pentant for their ct niuct, must report themselves 
to Col. Henry D«»nr, Provoit Marshal of Louis- 
ville, Col. S. D Bruce at Bowling Green, Major 
Brocht, Provost Marshal of Lexington, or Gol. 
Noble at Paducah, and furnish evidence of such 
repentance, and take the oath of allegiance and 
give bonds with security for their future good 
conduct, and if they fail so to report themselves, 
they must be arrested and committal to the mili- 
tary prison at Louisville, and sent thence to Camp 
Chase, with a statement of their case, to await 
tho action of the Secretary of War. 

2. All psrsons who organize or aid in organ- 
izing forces for the rebellion, or organize or aid in 
organizing guerillas, or harbor or conceal, or give 
information or assistance to guerillas, must be 
arrestod and dealt with according to military 
law. 

3. In times of trouble like these, good, law- 
abiding men will refrain from language and con- 
duct that excites to rebellion. For anything said 
or done with the intent to excite to rebellion, the 
offender must be arrested and his conduct re- 
ported, that he may be dealt with according to 
law. 

4. Whon damage shall be done to the person 
or property of loyal citizens by marauding bands 
or guerillas, the di.doyal of the neighborhood or 
county will be held responsible, and a military 
commission appointed to assess damages and en- 
force compensation. 

5. All arrests will b* reported to these Head- 
quarters, with a descriptive list of the prisoners, 
and a full statement of tho case, and the sub- 
stance of the evidence, and names and residences 
of witnesses.

Washington, June 19. 

The Postcffice DdDartment has concluded an 
arrarg^ment wi'li Ihe Hamburg, BremeD, and 
Liverpool lines of transatlantic steamers by which 
the fastest steamer* of esch cf thf.se lines are 
accepted for the United States mail service 
throughout tho year, thus securing a fast steamer 
for the conveyance of the mails on each of the 
United StaGs siiling davs, viz: On Satu days 
f.ora Now York, and on Wcdmsdvys from South- 
ampton acd Liverpool. This arrangement, eo 
loig dts'red by the Department, will give in- 
creased efficiency to the Unittd States mail 
steamship a* r vice, and prove of great advantage 
to the commercial interest of this country acd 
Eu-ope. 

The Postcffice Department reopened to-day the 
posteffice at Beaufort, North Carolina, being tho 
first poetoffic3 regularly established f-ince the oc- 
cupation of that place by the United States forces. 

According to a general order just published, 
furloughs will not be given by captains of compa- 
nies, nor will a furlough from such authority re- 
lieve a soldier from charge of desertion. Enlisted 
men absent from their regiments are in fact de- 
serters, and not only forfeit all pay and allowances 
but are subject to the penal, ies awarded bylaw 
to such < ftendors. No plea of sickness or other 
cause not officially established, and no certificate 
acquired of one in civil life, unlass it be approved 
by some officer acting as a military commander, 
will hereafter avail to remove the charge of de- 
sertion, or procure arrears of pay, when a soldier 
his been mustered as absent from his regiment 
without leave. 

In the House to day Mr. Lehman presented tho 
tender of the Philadelphia municipality of League 
Island for a Haw y&id. Ho said the city had 
purcbps?d it for $31.0,000, and .offered tho laud as 
a free gift to the Government. It was referred 
to tho Commltteo on Nval Aaffairs. An order 
has been issued by Gen. McClellan extending 
tho Department of Gen. Dix so as to include 
Yorktown, Gloucester, Williamsburg, and West 
Point. 

Memphis, June 17. 

About one hundred acd fifty rebel officers and 
soldiers, and about the same number of citizens, 
took the oath of allegiance yesterday.

Besides, should these notes be permitted to be 
used as a circulating medium where the tUg of 
the United States floats, as far as such permis- 
sion could give character to such treasonable cur- 
rency it would do so, and then the very basis of 
the rebellion be made ret p sc ted by contract with 
the Government it setks 10 destroy.”

A Draft at Savannah.— A Savannah corres- 
pondent of the Charleston Courier furnishes an 
amusing deeciiption of the scene which occurred 
on the occasion of a draft for four hundred men in 
Savannah to complete a requisition for troops, 
the requisite number not having volunteered. 
Fifteen hundred of the business men and mechan- 
ics of the city were drawn up in a hollow square 
on the parade ground, all in a high state of ex- 
citement, when the following proceedings took 

place: t . 

The Colpnel now takes his place in the centre, 
»nd from the back of a magnificent horse, in a 
few well-timed remarks, calls for volunteers. lie 
said it was a shame that a Georgian should sub- 
mit to be drafted, and dishonorable to a citizen of 
Savannah to be forced into the service of hi* 
country. He appealed to their patriotism, their 
pluck, and their pelf. He told them of good 
clothes, good living, and fifty dollars bounty; and 
on the strength of these considerations invited 
everybody to walk three paces in front. Nobody 
did it* An ugly pause ensued, worse than a dead 
silence between the ticking of a conversation. 
The Colonel thought he might not have been 
heard or understood, and repeated bis catalogue 
of pervasions. At this point one of the sides of 
the equare opened, aDd in marched a company of 
about forty stalwart Irishmen, whom their Cip- 
tain, in a loud and exultant tone, announced as 
the “Mitchell Guards; we volunteer, Colonel, in 
a body.” The Colonel was delighted. He pro- 
posed “three cheers for the Mitchell Guards,” 
and the crowd indalged not inordinately in the 
pulmonary exercise. The requisite number did 
not seem* to be forthcoming, however, and the 
Colonel made another little speech, winding up 
with an invitation to the black drummer and 
lifer to perambulate the quadrangle, and play 
Dixie, which they did, but they came as they 
went, solitary and alone* not the ghost of a vol- 
unteer being anywhere visible in the Ethiopian 
wake. The Colonel locked as black as if he wa3 
getting deepsrate, and a draft seemed indispen- 
sable. 

As a dernier resort the Colonel directed all who 
had excuses to advacco to the centre and submit 
them for examination. Did you ever see a crowd 
run away from a fallirg building at a fire, or to- 
ward a dog- fight, or street show? If you have 
you can form some idea of the tempestuous nature 
of the wave that swept toward the little table in 
the centre of the square around which were gath- 
ered the four gravo gentlemen who were to ex- 
amine the d(Cuments. It was a scene w hich, as 
an uninterested outsider, one could hardly h< 1 i 
his sides and laugh at. Hats were crushed, ribs 
punched, corns smashed, ai d clothes toru. Every 
hand held his magical bit of paper, from the bo- 
grimmed digits of the individual just from a sta- 
ble or a foundry to the dainty gloved extremity 
of the dry goods clerk just from his counter. 
Young and old, rich and poor, neat and nasty, 
Americans, Englishmen, Irishmen, Germans, 
FrenchmeD, Italians, Israelites, ard Gentiles, all 
wont to make up the motley mass. What a pretty 
lot of sick and disabled individuals there wero to 
be sure. Swelled arms, limping legs, spine dis- 
eases, bed eyes, corns, toothache, constitutional 
debility in the bread basket, eruptive diseases, 
deafnesp, rheumatism, not well generally— these 
and a thousand other complaints were represented 
as variously and heterogeneously as by any pro- 
cession of pilgrims that ever visited the Iloly 
Land. 

And so the day progressed, nearly te^hours be- 
ing consumed in the endeavor to secure a draft. 
This afternoon the absentees were gathered to- 
gether, and the efforts renewed, when, strange to 
pay, every man who found the liability imminent 
of his being forced to enlist, protested that he was 
jnst on the point of doing so, and willingly put 
his name to the roll. 



GENERAL McCLELLAN’S ARMY. 

BOLD DASII OF THE REBELS. 

[Correspondence of the N. Y. World.] 

In Camp, Before Richmond,) 
Saturday, June 14. f 

It has transpired to-day that the cause of the 
h&sty turning oat last night was one of tho bold- 
est and most dare devil dashes yet made by the 
enemy during the war. The public will doubtless 
be as much surprised as we when itcome9 to learn 
all the particulars of the affair. For two or three 
weeks past our right rear flank, in the vicinity of

required to picket 
eight miles of country, guard the approaches from 
Hanover Courthouse, watch the movements of 
the enemy, and drive back anv advancing forces. 
The practice has been to send two companies on 
picket, one on a reconnoissance each day, reserv- 
ing one in camp. 

Yesterday Company F, Lieut. Lieb, was recon- 
noitring some miles beyond Old Churoh, when 
they discovered the enemy’s cavalry appioacking 
in very large force. They sent word back to the 
fquadron’s camp at Old Chnrch, retiring slowly 
before the emmy’s approach. As soon as Captain 
Royall received notice he advanced with what 
men there were at band — parts of two companies, 
C and H— and met Lieut. Lieb about ono mile cu% 
retreating slowly. They then awaited the appoir- 
anco of the enemy’s advance guard, when they 
boldly charged upon it, driving it before tbem 
for a distance of two hundred yards, whew they 
came upon the main body. Not knowing the 
strength cf the rebels and having written inatruc 
tions to resist their advance, Capt. Royall and hie 
men gallantly continued to fight until his flankers 
came in and reported the enemy in overpowering 
numbers on both flank?, when our men fell back, 
fighting on the way. This conflict checked the 
progress of the enemy considerably, and was real 
ly one of the severest hand-to-hand contest! of 
the war. 

On arriving at Old Church our men continued 
to retreat, taking the Coal Harbor road. When 
the fight commenced Captain Royall sent two 
messengers to General Cook’s headquarters, with 
the information that the enemy were approaobing 
in large force. 

The appearance of the enemy was so sudden 
that there was no opportunity for call i eg in those 
on picket. In the fight there were probably five 
or six killed and as many more wounded. The 
enemy suffered still more, fer our men fought 
desperately, and wore few in number, so that they 
were not easily hit, while the rebels were thick 
as bees. The probability is that our pickets wore 
mostly captured, entailing a loss of forty or fifty 
taken prisoners. Several of them have come in 
to day, however, and probably more will appoar 
afterward. 

Upon arriving at Old Church the enemy burned 
our camp, destroying tents and company property, 
but they did not succeed in getting our wagons, 
which were quietly hauled off out of reach. 
They then ran np a rebel flag oa the pole near 
the tavern, and scon after captured two offioers of 
Rash’s Lancers, viz: Lieutenant Davis, regi- 
mental quartermaster, and Lieutenant Morton, 
of Company B. These officers had beoD to Gar- 
lick’s Landing, on the Pamnnky, four miles 
above White House, which has been a depot of 
supplies, and were on their way back to camp. 
They at first resisted, and fought several of the 
scoundrels single-handed, bat seeing they were 
overpowered finally gave themselves up. 

The rebel cavalrv and artillerv then moved on 
the direct road to Garlick’s Landing, a newly es- 
tablished forage depot on ihe Pamunky, about 
foar miles above White House They arrived 
there between 6 and 7 o’clock P. M., ai.d fonnd 
about fifty teams Uden with forage, the mules 
ur hitched and feeding, and the teamsters saun- 
tering unconcernedly about their wagons, get- 
ting ready for staying over night, preparatory to 
an early morniDg start. They dashed fiercely 
down into the unarmed crowd, and commenced 
shooting them down in the most barbarous man- 
ner, never heeding a cry for quarter, never call 
!Dg for a surrender, but, like the fiendish wrotch- 
os that they are, 6hooting these defenceless and 
panic stricken termsters down aa fast as they 
fonnd tbem. Thera were nearly a hundred per- 
sons at the landing, including teamsters and de- 
tails, bnt none cf then armed. Many escaped 
by biding in the bushe3 along tho river bank, 
swimming the river, and taking to the voods. A 
number were carried off prisoners, and seven 
were killed on the spot. 

The rebelp, after posting videttes about, coolly 
prooeeded to pnt a bale of hay under each 
wagon, and set it on fire. They served nearly 
every wagon in this way, and nearly all were 



thus destroyed. They fired all the piles of 
forage around, and the hay was Mcsnmed, 
though they did not succeed quite with 



the oats and corn, which did not burn readily. 
They also set on fire a small steamer ar.d two 
schooners, which lay in the river laden with 
forage. They then gathered up all the mules in 
one he nL Jfl d at about nine o’clock, having boen 
nearly at work, leisurely 

started off, gt^^'^B^Ystonishment of the 
affrighted teamsters, toward White House. 

The infantry and artillery force of the enemy 
did not appear at this point. The infantry were 
not seen anywher* below Old Church, and though 
the artillery is known to have passed toward 
Garllck’s Landing, no traces of it were found af- 
terward. This morning the remaining teamsters 
began to return to camp, and furnbhed the first 
details of the proceedings at the landing. Later 
arrivals announce the fact that the rebels, after 
driving three hundred mules a short distance, 
turned them into the woods and abandoned them, 
their progress being probably impeded by them. 

The next appearance of this audacious crowd 
was at Tunstall’s Station, on the railroad, at 
about 10 o’clock in the evening. Here they cut 
the telegraph wire, fired on a train, stopped it, 
and proceeded to take out the official on board. 
In the meantime a equad bad gone to TunstaU's 
boose, which was set on fire. It bo happened 
that Gen. Reynolds's brigade of Pennsylvania 
troops were posted in this vicinity, bnt, being so 
far in the rear, bad no idea of the close proximity 
of such an event. 

It was some time, therefore, befbre they could 
realize what was the trouble, but as soon as they 
did, they opened on the rebels with artillery and 
mar ketry. They did not wait to reply but im- 
mediately dashed off on the road toward BaLi- 
inore Cross Roads, which was the last Been of 
them in that vicinity, and. in fact, the last relia- 
ble intelligence received about them. 

While all this was going on, vigorous prepara- 
tions were going on hereabout to purfue and cap- 
ture the rebels. The information bronght by the 
messengers from Capt. Royall was not fully cred- 
ited. it being thought that they might have been 
frightened and mistaken, both as to the nnnibers 
ana intentions of tho enemy. But thsir reportB 
were soon confirmed, and a strong body of troops 
was at once thrown out in the direction of Old 
Church, and every road ard path between camp 
and the river closely guarded, rendering the re- 
turn of the rascals by that route impcesible. 
This the rebels probably counted on, for nothing 
more has been seen of them in that vicinity. 

The groat query then is, where did they go to? 
They were not Been at White House, though the 
affair was heard of both there and at Savage’s 
Station on the other er.d, and trains were stopped 
for Eeveral hours. Telegraph connection with 
White House was interrupted until this after- 
oood, it was again resumed. 

No indications of their presence have b*en dis- 



covered to-day. Tunstall’s Station was occupied 
by a regiment of our cavalry soon after midnight, 
but nothing was learned of the enemy. 

It is the impression that the cavalry divided 
into two parties, one swimming the PamuDkey 
and escaping into King William county, and the 
other party taking a lone circuit down on to the 
lower Chickabominy, crossing at Long Bridge, 
and escaping into their own Hoes again between 
oar left thnk and James rivor. If they escaped 
this way it mast have been before daylight, far 
to-day our cavalry have scoured theex'reme left, 
but without success. If they are still on thi i side 
of the Pamunkey they will bs captured before to- 
morrow night, for the great exertion of both men 
and horses must use tbem up and enable oar cav- 
alry to hive them. 

A couple of teamsters have arrived from the 
landing, briaging some additional information. 
At least ten mon were killed, but they can name 
none of them. One was Quartermaster Sergeant 
Potter, of the Sixteenth Michigan regiment. 
Some of the men got a schooner in the stream, 
cat it adrift, and began to fl^at down the river. 
The rebels cilled upon them to surrender. The 
men returned a defiant answer, saying: “If we 
had even brickbats we'd tbg you,” when the 
cowards fired, killing Potter and wounding an- 
other man. . . . . . 

The force of the enemy was ascertained at Ola 
Church to be two regiments of infantry, two 
pieces of light artillery, and fourteen companies 
of cavalry, whose strength is not known. As be- 
fore stated, the infantry did not go below 0:d 
Church. The cavalry and artillery did, and 
what l^came cf them puzzles all of us. 

The total eclipse of the moon the other night 
has brought a decided change in the weather. It 
has ceased to rain and has bacorae intensely hot. 
The mercury rose to-day to 95 degrees in tho 
shade. The roads are drying up very rapidly, 
and the Chickabominy has fallen four feet within 
forty-eight hours. 

The rebels are exceedingly anxious to provoke 
a fight, in case they can take us at a disadvant- 
age. Yesterday they shelled the camps on the 
left vigorously for an hour, endeavoring to draw 
out the location of our battories and redoubts. 
They killed three men, but we remained silent. 
To-day they opened on our right, but Wolden’s 
battery soon bhut them up, one shell killing five 
or six of them, and placing the rebel battery 
hors de combat. There are very atroDg indica- 
tions of great events being very close at band. 

Construction of Iron clad 8hifs — The 
following has been transmitted by the Secretary 
of the Navy to the naval committees of both 
houses of Congress : 

Navy Department, June 9, 1862 — Sir; I had 
the honor to address the Naval Committee, under 
d*t« of 25*h of March last, on the subject of ar- 
mored ships, and tho necessity of preliminary 
measures in the future construction of voxels for 
the naval service. Tho fact that a radical change 
has commenced in the construction and armament 
of ships— which change, ia effect, dispenses with 
the navies that have hitherto existed — is obvious, 
and it is a question for Congress to decide wheth- 
er the Government will promptly take the initia- 
tive step to place our country in the front rank of 
maritime Powers. 

It is unnecessary that I should recapitulate the 
suggestions contained in my letter of the 25 h of 
March; but I would again call your attention to 
them, and state my oarnest desire that Congress 
should take action,* before its adjournment, on the 
6ubjoct, not only of supplying itself with the 
armature and heavy ordnance for ships, but of the 
substitution by the Government of iron for wood, 
in whole or in part in the construction of naval 
vessels. It has hitherto been supposed to be the 
true interest of the Government to bnild its own 
ships of war and to manufacture the arm?, and 
most of the articles which are requisite for the 
naval service. 

This necessity has arisen chiefly from the fact 
that naval vessels and naval purposes and ob- 
jects are in many respects so essentially different 
from those of the mercantile marine as to place 
them out of the usual line of private enterprise 
The Government has consequently to pay an 
extra cost for extra ar.d bitter work. In naval 
and military matters it is indispensable that ves- 
sels, guns, machinery, and everything pertaining 
to them, should be of the best quality, reliable 
and always read}', at any moment, to meet the 
publio necessities. 

The Government has several large navy 
yards for building ship?, and the introduction of 
steam, which is necessary for and made applica- 
ble to all naval vessel cow constructed, has 
compelled it to erect extensive shops for making 
steam machinery. Bat these shops are inade- 
quate to the wants of the navy, and for somo 
years it will be necessary, under any circum- 
stances, to contract for much the larger portion 
of the work that will be required. 

It h now generally conceded that vessels for 
fighting purposes must be heavily plated with 
iron, if they are not built entirely of that mate- 
rial In this, as in most costly fabrics, economy 
is reached through durability. Iron ship-build- 
ing is new in Jhis country; but few persons are 
engaged in it, and it i3 a novelty in our navy 
yards. Heavy iron beams, shafting, and thick 
iron plates can be procured frem only two or three 
parties, and then in limited quantities and subject 
to great delay. 

Individuals have little use for iron of snch 
magnitude as the navy mast have, and there 
must unavoidably be great outlay to prepare for 
the execution of such work. With only the navy 
for a purchaser there cm be no competition, and 
the Government will be compelled, under such 
circumstances, to pay almost any price tho mills 
and forget may dsniana. iwwia. . pi - 

tions of an iron ship can bo made and procured 
at the ordinary mills, and so far as it can be done 
it may ba the best policy to be so eabjscttd; but 
the heavy and expensive portions cannot be so 
procured, and unless the Government is prepared 
to execute the work it will be subject to imposi- 
tion, and its vessels to marked inferiority. 

Other nations, whose woedon ships-of war far 
exceed our own in numbers, cannot afford to lay 
them aside, but are compelled to plate them with 
iron at a very great cost. They are not unaware 
of the disadvantage of this proceeding, but it i3 a 
present necessity. It mu3t be borne in mind, 
however, that those Governments which are stri- 
ving for naval supremacy are sparing no exponse 
to strengthen themselves by building iron vessels, 
and already their dockyards are undergoing the 
necessary preparation for this change in naval 
architecture, notwithstanding these Governments 
have at their o?mmand the greatest experience 
and the most extensive and complete iron and ma- 
chine factories that pivateonterpriee can produce. 
These faots are suggestions to our Government, 
and I desire to call your attention to tho oecageity 
of making the necessary provision for ourselves 
by providing tho raeui^ and conveniences for 
building and preparing a navv such as the 
strength and character cf onr Government and 
country require, in order to maintain its true po- 
sition among maritime Powers. 

We have been engaged for years, snd have 
spent millions in our navy-yards and on our 
steam machine shops for ship bnilding purposes, 
and have not yet been able to keep up with the 
wants of the navy and tho exigencies of the ser- 
vice. 

It is not the part of wisdom to cl use our eyes 
to the progress of events, nor to evade the re- 
sponsibilities that properly belong to ns. The 
erection of a new and different navy, such as the 
development of science and art already demon- 
strate as a neceesit}’, calls for vigorous measures 
and prompt and energetic action. The Government 
shonid not, in justice to itself, be dependent on 
private establishments for its most important and 
extensive works, bnt Ehould rely upon itself. 
Great works, however, require time in their pre- 
paration, and lavish expenditures cannot hrsten 
them. 

Congress has been libsral in its appropriations 
for building vessels, bat tbeso appropriations can- 
not be made available in obtaining me proper lo- 
cations atd mill?, forgo*, furnaces, acd shop?, all 
of which are requisite, and which, to be secured 
prcpsrly, need time and careful consideration. 

If ths money for the purposes be now appropri- 
ated, we shall commence under favorable circum- 
stances as ary Da; ion the construction of a navy 
adapted to the wants of our country and tho times. 
No nation can have an advantage over us, if we 
avail ourselves of our means and opportunities. 
It is now no longer doub fnl that oirfuiuro safety 
and welfare are dependent on cur naval strength 
and efficiency. It is a duty, as well as a necessi- 
ty, that we make these United States a great na- 
val power. We owe it to ourselves to commence 
at once this work, and the present Congress should, 
in my opioion, take the preliminary steps at the 
present Etfsion for laying the foundation for the 
construction cf a navy commensurate with the 
wants and magnitude cf the country. 

Tho placo or places, the shops and tools, and 
other appurtenances for this great work, must bo 
commenced in season. The experience we have 
had admonishes us not to permit a war to come 
up n us unprepared. Yet such an event may be 
pending, and the responsibilities and calamities 
that would follow neglect should be a warning for 
us to be prepared. No amount of money would 
repair the wrong that might be inflicted from 
present neglect. A million or two of dollars ju- 
diciously expended at the present time may save 
hundreds of millions, and the he nor of the nation 
after hostilities shall have commenced. 

I have made these suggestions in consequence 
0? the near termination of the session, without 
any movement, as yet, for establishing the neces- 
sary works to produce the heavy iron and arma- 
ture that will hereafter enter into the construc- 
tion cf onr naval vessels. It is doubtful whether 
any of our present navy yards are adapted to the 
purpose herein indicated, bnt if so they will re- 
quire considerable enlargement. The subject is 
ods that should receive careful consideration. 

I would suggest that authority be given to 
designate and procure one or more suitable loca- 
tions. We are now constructing a number of 
gunboats by contract on the Western waters, and 
I would suggest that recent experience, and the 
vast resources in iron and other capabilities of the 
West, with the radical change in naval architec- 
ture, demonstrate the propriety of establishing a 
Davy yard, foundery, and shops in some point in 
the Valley of the Mississippi. 

Such a yard and its attendant establishments 
would possess many advantages, and is becoming 
a necessity. I commend it to your attention, 
with other subjects alluded to in this communi- 
cation.

It is now kuowu that on 
that day fighting occurred throughout the whole 
forenoon at Strasburg, Virginia, over one hundred 
miles in a direct line from this place, over hills, 
mountains, and valleys. A gentleman in whom 
we place implicit reliance informs us that on Sat- 
urday, the 31st of May, the day of the great 
battle of Richmond, he waB riding on the road 
near Baltimore, and heard a continuous roar in 
that direction, and at a time when there were no 
indications of thunder. We are fully impressed 
with the idea that the firing of cannon can be 
heard much farther than is supposed. It must be 
over one haLdred and fifty miles to Richmond.

Philadelphia, June 19. 

The Ledger has a bulletin that Secretary Stan- 
ton has again called on the Governors of States to 
know how maDy men they can at once supply to 
reinforce the army. Thu is believed to be in 
consequence of the rebel reinforcements received 
by Jackson in the Shenandoah valley. 

Chicago, Jane 19. 

Returns from the county, with the exception o*" 
three towns, give a majority against the new 
constitution of 1,243. Returns from different 
portions of tho State thus far show a majority 
against of 13,600. This is made np almost en- 
tirely from southern and central portions of the 
State. 

Fortress Monroe, June 18. 

Everything is quiet here. The Elm City ar- 
rived this morning from the White House with 
about 150 sick soldiers, who, with others from 
hero, will be sent to Baltimore to-morrow. 

The White House Point boat brought down 30 
of the guerillas who made the assault in our rear 
on Friday last, making 52 in all that have been 
captured. Some of those men are farmers in cit- 
izens clothing, and others belong to the First Vir- 
ginia cavalry, and are partially uniformed. 

Six boys were brought in yesterday by our 
cavalry who said that the rebel pickets on our 
left wing had advanced, for they had accidental- 
ly strayed over the line. They are believed to 
have baen spies sleeping in the swamp during the 



day and spying around onr pickets at night. 

There is occasional skirmishing going on along 
the whole lines of the army of the Potomac, but 



a general engagement is not anticipated for some 
days. 

The weather this morning is very warm. The 
roads are row in pretty good condition. 
Two Union sutlers wero captured in the 
guerilla raid on Friday. One had nearly 
$5,000 in New York money, notes, and specie, 
acd the other is said to have had $10,000, having 
jast been paid off by their regiments. They were 
bound North to obtain goods. 

Milwaukee, June 18. 

The late Legislature adjourned sine die last 
evening, after a short session of two weeks. Noth- 
ing of public interest wai accomplished except the 
repeal of the personal liberty laws. The tax 
question was indefinitely postponed. 

Colouel D. E. Wood, of the 14th regiment, 
wounded at Shiloh, died at his residence at Fon 
du Lac, Wisconsin, yeslorday, of typhoid fever. 

Washington, June 18. 

A despatch received from Gan. McClellan this 
afternoon states that Col. Averill had just return- 
ed from a search for guerilla 0 , but they bad left. 
He captured several wagon loads of supplies in- 
tended for Richmond. He also destroyed a quan- 
tity of rebel grain acd captured several impor- 
tant prisoners. 

Nothing was received at the War D^partroeat 
to day from Corinth. 

All is quiet in tho Shenandoah.

SOCIETY. 

DIBCU8SIONAL MEETING. MAY C. 

D. R. King, Esq., in the Chair: 

Surface Culture asd Mulching. — M r. 
Walter Elder presented an essay on tho sub- 
ject. He argued that where soils were deeply 
tilled drought had little effect on the vegeta- 
tion growing in them. Ho would keep loamy 
soils well hoed and raked during the summer, 
and considered this practice superior to any 
system of mulching with litter. 

Prof. J. J. Mapee, at the request of the 
meeting, addressed them upon the topic under 
discussion. He premised by stating, that if 
the subject were intended to be treated as a 
discussion on well prepared soil, ho would state 
his experience. He had found, in his own 
practice, that the new horse tools used bv 
gardeners should be adopted by farmers, if 
they would attain the highest results. The 
subsoil lifter he considered indispensable to 
good culture. When a mole burrows under 
ground he leaves the soil much looser than can 
be done by the plough, which compacts tho 
bottom and side of the furrow in proportion to 
the depth and width of the slice and the pro- 
pulsive force required. The molo lifts only 
three quarters of an inch deep, but loaves the 
soil thouroughly pulverized. The subsoil 
plough imitates this action on a large scale; it 
penetrates much deeper, but does not invert 
the soil, it only lifts it, and it falls back again, 
the relative position of tho particles being 
changed. In surface culture it is only neces- 
sary to change tho relation of the atoms of 
soil, so as to present fresh surfaces to the 
action of the roots of plants; the millionth 
part of an inch is as good as more, provided 
the disturbance be thorough and uniform. In 
cultivating growing crops with this plough, we 
lift plant and soil together. The lifting is not 
vertical bat in the form of a V. A plough 
four inches wide, ploughing at a depth of ten 
inches, will disturb tho surface to a width of 
fourteen inches. 

When com is three inches high, we run a 
sub-soil lifter between tho rowB and every 
plant is gently lifted, without injury to the 
roots. It looks as if a huge serpent were bur- 
rowing in the ground. This operation is more 
effectual and loosens the soil better than twen- 
ty hoeings. Then follow, as the weeds begin 
to grow, with Howe’s or Knox’s horse hoe, 
which leave the weeds on the surface to wilt, 
and keeps the ground clean and mellow, tho 
first time foar inches, tho second time one inch 
deep. I never uso hand tools nor hill the 
corn. When hilled, tbe production of side 
roots is encouraged; but in flat cultivation the 
tap root goes deeper and takes stronger hold 
cn tho soil. The corn will not be easily blown 
down by high winds under fiat culture as when 
hilled. Carrots wo treat in the same manner, 
loosening and but slightly disturbing the soil. 
The seed iB buried in the ground in a bag un- 
til soft, and then sowed with one-tenth part 
of scarlet radish seed well mixed. The carrot 
is slow to germinate, but the radish comes up 
quickly and marks out the rows before the 
weeds get too high; its leaves also shade the 
young carrot from tho sun’s rays. Just before 
the radishes are full grown, the small one- 
horse subsoil plough is run between the rows, 
and the radishes are easily removed from the 
loosened soil without injury to tho carrots. 
This is followed in a few days by the carrot 
weeder, and if properly done, little or no hand 
weeding is necessary. Wo readily obtain one 
thousand bushels per acre by this system of 
cultivation. 

I formerly employed twenty mon to culti- 
vate thirty acres with hand tools; I now have 
one hundred acres better done by four men 
and three boys, with tho improved horse tools. 

As an illustration of the effect of a change 
of surface of the particles of soil, observe a 
pile of cannon balls, exposed to the air. The 
rain washes off all the rust from the iron 
except at the points of contact of the balls; 
here there ia always oxide of iron. Turn 
these balls and the rust will disappear, but 
form again at the new points of contact. So 
with the soil, its particles should constantly 
present fresh surface to tho action of the air, 
moisture and tbe roots of plants. 

The first half-pint of water falling on any 
given surface is worth wore than five gallons 
afterwards, as it takes up all the fertilizing gases 
of the atmosphere. The rains and dews thus 
tenth the air. The surface of the soil should 
.be put in 6uch condition, by thorough culture, 
as to retain and absorb all these elements. 

Mulching was first practised in England un- 
der the name of Gurneyism. Cover a plot of 
grass in tho fall with a board, stones, shavings, 
or what not, and uncover it in spring; yon will 
have tall grass tho next summer. The long 
manure applied by farmers in antnmn acts in 
the same way. If the soil, from any cause, is 
1 j ° cooler than the air in summer, the atmos- 
pheric moistnrewill condense upon it. Mulched 
soil is always thus cooler than the air above it, 
and a cnndimaalian of tho fertilizing elements 
of tho air is constantly going od; these ele- 
ments exhale from tho soil by day, and are ro- 
condensed at night. Salt hay applied to a 
field in autumn and removed in sprang, is as 
good as half a coating of manure. 

Prof. M. here explained his method of train- 
ing the mule for close cultivation between nar- 
row rows of crops. Prefers the mule to the 
horse, as more easily taught, though sooner 
forgetting his lesson. One hundred acres can 
be kept clean and free from weeds by one well- 
trained mule and boy. 

As to the muIchiDg of fruit trees, there has 
been much speculation indulged in. I prac- 
tice it upon pear trees successfully, leaving ono 
occasionally unmulchci to see its effect. Tbe 
water passing into a tree should be as cool as 
the treo itself; mulching sccutes a cool soil and 
cool drink for the tico. There is no danger 
of summer blight of tho pear treo if no putres- 
cent manures are used, and tko soil be proper- 
ly mulched. The covering should be removed 
in the fall, to prevent an excesr of water pass- 
ing into the tree, and a Into succulent growth. 

Would not undertake to farm without the 
subsoil lifter. Plough as deep as the loam is, 
and follow in tho furrew with tho subsoil lifter, 
the beam running on the bed of the turrow; in 
this way ho now disturbs the soil more than 
two feet deep. Thero cannot be any drought 
in well subsoiled land, well underdrained. 
There is always, in tho severest drought, a 
great deal of moisture in the air, and such a 
soil will condense from the air passing into it 
enough mois ure to supply the wants of plants. 
Every kind of soil needs subsoiling. Sitbaoilcd 
meadows wi 1 never run on’. It is not requi- 
site to plough the sod under every few years, but 
run a 6ubsoil cutter through every three feet 
end cut eft' the rods, leaving the aod in the 
sumo position as before, and then top dress 
with some slowly soluble manure. 

Grasses are, like wheat, tillering plants; in 
an unworked subsoil they cannot long con- 
tinue to tiller and gather Iresh food, but must 
be fed from the snrfcce. 

Has leaced grass lands, cultivated them 
eight years in this way, getting two and a half 
to three tons per acre, and rei urned them to 
the owner in an improved conditioo. How- 
ever shallow planted a crop may be, it will do 
better if first well subeoiled . 

In reply to a question concerning grass sod as 
a mulch for fruit trees, Prof. M. stated that an 
orchard in grass requires to ba well fed. If 
near a large town, the fruit would be the great 
object, and the grass might be cut and left on 
the ground, or shaved weekly with a lawn 
mower. At a distance from a large market, 
it might be better to grow both grass and fruit, 
and this can bo done if you feed well. A crop 
of pears is worth twenty grass crops, near a 
good market. Considers unleached wood 
ashes the best manure for pear trees. Use no 
animal or putrescent manures either for grass 
or treos. About 15 per cent, of the dry weight 
of the apple tree is lime. In twenty years an 
apple orchard would exhaust all the soluble 
lime in the soil. 

Uses ono gill of superphosphate and two 
gills of wood ashes, always applied on the 
surface, for each pear tree, and finds this suf- 
ficient to keep them in peifjct health; has five 
thousand pear trees, and not one of them is 
sickly; lime soon makes its way down to the 
subsoil; instead of fifty bushels once in several 
years, apply two or three per annum on the 
surface; over-limed lands can be restored by 
dressing with salt, and vice versa-, salt destroys 
insects, acd, heavily applied, kills weeds and 
ruins the growing crop, but renders the land 
the next year exceedingly productive. 

If a soil be well draiDed and snbsoiled there 
ia no necessity for the application of organic 
manures; there is no ammonia wanted; the at- 
mosphere supplies it in abundance. On shal- 
low ploughed soils organic matter is required. 



AN ORDINANCE 

To Grade and Pave the Sidewalk on the south 
side of Breckinridge street, from Second to 
Third street.
